The  two  following  documents  were  preserved  among  the  papers  of 
Mrs.  Lelia  Enfield,-  A 

Amos  Broughton  of  Hosick  in  the  County  of  Rensselaer  and  State 
of  New  York  on  the  15th  day  of  August  1821  in  conversing  with  his 
four  sons  respecting  his  property  l.e.  his  personal  property  said 
he  wished  to  dispose  of  it  in  the  following  manner-  to  give  the 
one  half  of  his  household  furniture  to  his  wife  for  her  to  dispose 
of  as  she  pleases-  and  the  other  half  is  to  be  given  and  delivered 
to  his  Daughter  Harriet  immediately-  and  is  accordingly  given  to 
her-the  one  half-this  15  day  of  August  1821.  Written  at  the  request 
of  said  Broughton  and  acknowledged  in  the  presence  of  Asher  (?) 
Armstrong  and  Edmund  Foster-  the  other  half  is  also  this  day  given 
to  my  wife-to  be  at  her  disposal  after  his  demise.

Know  all  men  by  these  presents 

That  I  Amos  Broughton  of  the  Town  of  Hoosick  in  the  County  of 
Rensselaer  and  State  of  New  York  in  consideration  of  the  natural 
love  and  affection  which  I  have  and  bear  my  daughter  Harriet  Brough¬ 
ton  of  the  town  and  county  above  mentioned  and  for  and  toward  the 
better  maintenance  of  her  after  my  decease  and  for  divers  and 
other  good  causes  and  valuable  considerations  me  thereunto  espec¬ 
ially  moving,  have  given  and  granted  and  by  these  presents  do  give 
and  grant  unto  the  said  Harriet  Broughton  all  and  singular  my  goods 
and  chattels  whatsoever  and  wheresoever  and  in  what  nature  kind  or 
sort  soever  to  have  and  to  hold  the  said  goods  and  chattels  hereby 
granted  bargained  and  given  and  every  part  and  parcel  thereof  unto 
the  said  Harriet  Broughton  her  executors  administrators  or  assigns 
as  her  or  their  own  proper  goods  and  chattels  and  effects  from 
henceforth  forever. 

Provided  always  and  these  presents  are  upon  this  special  trust 
and  confidence  and  this  express  condition  that  she  the  said  Harriet 
Broughton  her  executors  administrators  and  assigns  shall  and  do 
permit  and  suffer  me  the  said  Amos  Broughton  to  use  keep  and  enjoy 
all  and  singular  the  said  goods  and  chattels  during  my  natural  life 
without  paying  or  yielding  anything  for  the  same  or  in  respect 
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thereof  and  not  otherwise  and  that  from  and  after  my  decease  she 
the  said  Harriet  Broughton  her  executors  administrators  or  as¬ 
signs  shall  or  lawfully  may  hold  and  enjoy  the  same  and  every  part 
and  parcel  thereof  and  dispose  thereof  and  convert  the  same  to  her 
and  their  own  proper  use  and  behoof  as  she  or  they  shall  think  fit. 
In  witness  whereof  I  hereunto  set  my  hand  seal  at  Petersburgh  this 
10th  day  of  July  A.D.  1832.

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Putting  together  the  information  given  above,  the  following 
seem  to  be  the  facts. 

1.  Amos  Broughton  was  born  Oct.  27,1743(or  45)  died  March  1837 
(or  39)  probably  at  Hoosic,  aged  93  years. 


2.  His  wife  was  living  when  11  A”  was  written,  in  1821,  and  was 
not  living  when  "B"  was  written  in  1832.  Elizabeth  Broughton  died 
in  1824  aged  70.  She  v/as  doubtless  Amos*  wife  and  was  born  in 
1754. 

3.  After  the  death  of  his  wife,  Amos  lived  with  his  daughter 
Harriet,  probably  until  his  death  in  1837. 

4.  In  1821  Amos  had  at  least  four  children  living,  four  sons  and 
his  daughter  Harriet,  single. 

5.  It  is  probable  that  the  Amos  Broughton  of  Woodbury  in  1790 
was  the  same  as  Amos  Broughton  of  Hoosic.  In  1790  he  had  four  sons 
and  probably  five  daughters.  Harriet  and  Russell  were  born  after  1790 
and  probably  other  children.  "His  four  sons"  mentioned  in  "A"  may 
have  referred  to  those  living  near  at  hand. 
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"The  -Rensselaer  County  Directory",  1870-71,  Burton  Collection, 
Detroit  Public  Library,  gives  the  following, -"Hoosick-  A  Broughton 
(Buskirk*s  Bridge,  Washington  bounty,  Hitchcock  and  Broughton) 
dealer  in  dry  goods,  groceries,  drugs,  etc,  and  farmer,  219  acres," 
"Greenbush-Geo.  H,  Broughton,  East  Albany,  brakeman,  H.R.R.R." 

"Landmarks  of  Rensselaer  County,  "1897,  Part  3,  Page  178,  says- 
"Amos  Broughton  has  had  charge  of  the  railroad  station  over  thirty 
years  at  Tiashoke*#  He  associated  with  his  Uncle,  dealer  in  pro¬ 
duce.  etc.  Born  at  lAed  Creek,  Wayne  County,  F.Y.  in  1839,  son  of 
Amos  Broughton  who  was  born  in  this  county  and  who  died  at  Red 
Creek  at  the  age  of  49,  His  ancestors  are  among  the  earliest  set¬ 
tlers  of  Hoosic,  Married  Mary  L,  Hitchcock,  whose  ancestors  were 
among  the  earliest  settlers  of  Pittstown,  N.  Y."

Another 
brother  of  Hannah  was  Joseph  Phillips  who  married  Harriet  Brough¬ 
ton  and  lived  at  Albany,  Wis.  A  sister  of  Hannah  was  Joanna  Phillips 
who  married  William  Green.  They  settled  near  Monroe,  Wis.  and  he 
was  first  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Green  County. 

8.  Harriet  Broughton,  Born  July  19,  1797,  probably  at  Hoosic.  She 
kept  house  for  her  father  until  his  death.  She  was  the  third  wife 
of  Joseph  Phillips.  Joseph  Phillips  married  first  Hannah  Comstock, 
They  moved  to  Lockport,  N.Y.  where  she  died  in  1832.  Later  he  moved 
to  Dane  County,  Wis.  and  married  the  Widow  Selby.  She  died  about 
1851.  He  afterwards  married  Harriet  Broughton.  Joseph  Phillips 

and  Harriet,  his  wife,  deeded  property  in  Dane  County,  Wis.  Feb.  27, 
1856.  They  lived  near  Albany,  Wis.  and  both  are  buried  there.  She 
died  Sept.  30,  1861.  Harriet  had  no  children. 

There  were  probably  other  children  of  Amos  and  Elizabeth  Broughton.

The  following  names  occur  at  the  probating  of  the  will  of  John  Phil¬ 
lips,  Grafton,  Rensselaer  County,  N.Y.  See  records  in  the  Surrogate’s 
office,  Troy,  N.  Y.  Russel  Broughton  and  Eaniel  Mills  were  appointed 
executors.  They  report  a  complete  list  of  heirs,  among  them  the 
following  "children  of  Hannah  Phillips,  deceased,  a  daughter  of  the 
Testators,  all  of  whom  reside  in  this  county."  This  list  is  dated 
May  17,  1835.  All  the  children  were  born  before  1830,  apparently.
